Permission was granted. 

A request was received from 
the Royal Canadian Legion asking 
permission to erect a sign at the 
East and West entrances of town. 
Permission was granted. 

A questionnaire on Municipal 
Reform was received by council 
from the County of Hastings. Co- 
pies of the questionnaire were 
distributed to council members 
for their views which will be dis- 
cussed at the next meeting. 

The Highlands of Hastings As- 
sociation asked for a representa- 
tive from the Deseronto area to 
attend a meeting.

The regular schedule of accts. 
were turned over to the finance 
committee for approval and pay- 
ment. Three other accounts total 
ling $3,881. for the completion 
of the water tank were approved.

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Ontario Hydro Hopeful’ 


of Anti-Pollution 
Breakthrough 


An apparatus with the unas- 
suming name of "The Scrubber"'is 
causing excitement among Ont- 
ario Hydro scientists. 

It could be the long sought 
answer to the extraction of sulphur 
dioxide from Hydro smokestacks. 
The solution is one whichscient- 
ists around the world have been 
working toward for some time. 

This particular "Scrubber" 
(named because of the chemical 
process it uses) has been designed 
and built at Hydro research lab- 
oratories in Toronto by a team of 
scientists and technicians headed 
by Doug Harrison and Dr. Abdus 
Saleem. Tests of the prototype 
are being conducted at the R. L. 
Hearn generating station on Tor- 
onto's waterfront. 

The device works on the prin- 
ciple of chemical action of lime- 
stone (calciym carbonate) with 
unwanted sulphur dioxide to form 
calcium sulphates and sulphites. 
The process takes place before the 
gases from the furnace enter the 
smokestack. 

Dr. Saleem is confident of the 
experiment's outcome. 

"At least we'll know where the 
sulphur is," he says. "After 


going through the machine itis | 
harmless and easier to handle. " 

While the process makes the 
sulphur easier to handle it does 
create a subsidiary problem. 

"The process is expected to 
use about 160 pounds of lime- 
stone for each ton of coal," says 
Dr. Saleem. "So, adding the 
sulphur residues to the fly ash we 
already get, will more than dou- 
ble our disposal problem." 

The research team is however 


working on this. 

"Eventually we may loop the 
whole process, "Dr. Saleem says. 
"Then the limestone would be sal 
vaged and reused. The sulphates 
ond sulphites would become sale- 
able by=products. " 

There is no assurance that the 
system in its present form is the 
final answer to the complete ex- 
traction of all sulphur dioxide 
from ‘Hydro's coal-fired generat- 
ing stations. But, there is a belief 
that scrubbers will remove most 
of the sulphur and thus upgrade 
the quality of gases leaving Hydro 
stacks.

In appearance the 14-foothigh 
prototype is reminiscent of a robot 
out of science fiction. The foul 
effluyium is breathed in one side, 
the pollutant digested in its mech- 
anical=chemical body and the 
cleansed emissions passed on 
through the other side tothe stack. 
The actual process involves 
mixing a slurry of limestone and 
water and forcing the emissions 
from the furnaces through the slur- 
ry under pressure. The scrubbing 
or chemical action, takes place ot 
and the extracted contaminant 
discharged into a tank. 

The scrubber experiment is one 
of a number being conducted by 
Hydro as part of a multi-million 
dollar research program aimed at

To 
prevent fruit from browning, im- 
merse ina weak brine - ] teaspoon 
salt to 1 quart water. 

Remove each peach frombrine 
using a stainless steel knife, slice 
intoathin syrup mixture - 1 cup 
sugar to 2 cups water. To preveni 
browning of fruit on defrosting, 
add 1/8 teaspoon powdered as- 
corbic acid or 400 miligrams in 
tablet form. For a commercial 
Preparation use as directed on 


package. Sprinkle powder or dis- 


solved tablet over peaches. Mix 
the fruit and syrup mixture well. 
Pack in freezer containers, mak- 
ing sure the fruit is covered with 
syrup. Leave }-inch headspace 
and put a small crumpled piece 
of wax paper on top of the Fruit 
to keep it down in the syrup. 
Cover and quick-freeze. Store 
at O°F or lower.

Freezing Ontario 
Corn 


To obtain high quality frozen 
corn kemels or corn on the cob, 
select corn at the correct stage 
of maturity. Home economists, 
College of Family and Consumer 
Studies, University of Guelph, 
recommend choosing young tend- 
erears thot appear ready for 
table use. Husk and sort them, 
discarding any immature ears 
with undersized kernels with wat- 
ery milk, or overmature ears with 
tough kemels with a thick milk 
that does not spurt out when the 
kernel is ruptured by the thumb 
nail. When buying at a roadside 


; market, avoid any cobs that have 


been sitting in the hot sun all 
day. The best quality corn comes 
directly from the field to you 
within a few hours. 

To freeze whole kernel corn, 
remove the husk and silk; wash 
and blanch the ears for four min- 
utes in rapidly boiling water. 
Cool in ice water and drain. Cut 
the kernels off the cob (avoid 
cutting into thecob), Package and 
freeze.

TIPS ON 
GARDEN HOSE 


The days of the heavy rubber 
garden hose are fading as the mo- 
dem vinyl hose takes its place . 

Take into account a number of 
factors when buying a hose, says 
Professor R. W. Irwin, University 
of Guelph. For hoses 100 or more 
feet long for example, the inside 
diameter should be 5/8 inch. 
Shorter hoses should have a + in. 
diameter to supply maximum wa- 
ter volume. 

If the hose is to be used with 
@ lawn sprinkler for large lawns 
the larger diameter hose is the 
best type. For example if the 
water pressure is 50 pounds per 
square inch, and a 100 foot hose 
with a4 inch diameter is used, 
4 gallons of water will be dis- 
charged in one minute. If the dia- 
meter is 5/8 inch,5 gallons will 
be discharged in] minute. The 
larger diameter reduces the length 
of time needed to water the lawn 


Professor Irwin suggests a num- 
ber of ways people can lengthen 
the life of a garden hose. The 
kinks should be taken out before 
use. Instead of shutting the water 
off at the hose nozzle it should 
be shut off at the house nozzle. 
This will prevent water pressure 
from building up and pos: ibly do- 
maging the hose. Professor Irwin 
suggests the hose be stored on a 
large reel instead of a nail to 
protect it From damage & crack = 
ing- 

Cold temperatures make vinyl 
hoses stiff ond this can lead to 
cracking if water is allowed to 
remain in the hose. One advant- 
oge of the vinyl hose over the 
heavy rubber type is that it can

Many perennial flowers can 
be started from seed in August 
and will be ready to flower the 
following year. According to

horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food, perennial flower seeds can 
be sown in flats or cold frames 
or in beds in the garden. 

The soil should be well pre- 
pared as many of the seeds are 
quite small. The addition of sand 
and peat to a clay soil or of peat 
to a sandy soil will be beneficial 


The soil should be well raked and 
worked up to provide a good seed- 
bed. About 2 ounces of super- 
phosphate fertilizer per bushel of 
mixture will increase plant grow 
th. 

The seeds should be sown in 
rows and lightly covered with 
soil. The depth of sowing will 
vary but a good rule of thumb is 
to cover the seed to twice its 
thickness with soil. 

When the seedlings are large 
enough to handle they should be 
transplanted to other flats or beds 
so that they have sufficient room 
to develop satisfactorily. They 
can be overwintered in beds pro- 
vided good protection is avail- 
able, or they may be overwinter- 
ed in cold frames covered with 
wood, 

The following spring these 
plants can be set in the perennial 
border.

Ontario Plans 


Building Code 


The Ontario government will 
introduce uniform building stand- 
ards that should "alleviate some 
of the serious housing problems 
that we have been facing," Mun- 
icipal Affairs Minister, Darcy 
McKeough said Monday. 

Mr. McKeough told delegates 
to the opening session of the Ont- 
ario Municipal Association an- 
nual meeting that the government 
will implement as soon as possible 
recommendations in a_ study car- 
ried out last year. 

"We know that itdoes not pre- 
sent the only solution tothe hous- 
ing crisis, but it is another decis- 
ive step in the right direction," 
he said. 

A committee headed by C. D. 
Carruthers, a consulting engineer 
Was appointed in 1968 to look 
into uniform building standards 
ond recommended in a report last 
January that the national building 
and fire codes be adopted. 

Mr. McKeough said he agrees 
with the committee that building 

and safety inspection isa local 
government responsibility. "The

Fishing is Banned 


Fast of Kingston 


The Provincial Government 
has announced a ban on commer= 
cial fishing in eastern Lake Ont- 
ario because of mercury contam- 
ination. 

Rene Brunelle, lands and for- 
ests minister, said the ban would 
cover the upper St. Lawrence 
River between Kingston and Corn- 
wall. The waters west of King- 
ston remain safe for commercial 
and sports fishing. 

Mr. Brunelle said the source 
of the mercury contamination is 
believed to be the Allied Chemi- 
cal Co. in Syracuse, N.Y. 

He said 20 to30 commercial 
fishing operations are affected by 
the ban. The issue of compensat- 
ion for the fishermen is being dis- 
cussed with the federal govern- 
ment. 

Tests on fish taken from the 
area showed they contained mer- 
cury at levels ranging from .1 to 
2.5 parts per million. A reading 
above .5 ppm. is considered un- 
safe for human consumption. 


Soil Erosion Control 
Studied at Guelph 


Soil erosion is costly for far- 
mers in terms of time and labor, 
but current research at the Univ- 
ersity of Guelph is concerned 
with finding ways of controlling 
erosion. 

In experiments being carried 
out by ProfessorJ. W. Ketcheson, 
Soil Science Department, Univ- 
ersity of Guelph, it has been 
shown that on slopes of 7 to 10% 
the root system of corn, along 
with stover left on the soil sur- 
face, will effectively hold 'the 
soil in place. Forage crops have 
also been studied and are even 
more effective in holding the soil 

When a crop is harvested the 
soil should be left unplowed, and 
the stover or stalks left on the 
ground surface. If the soil is 
plowed or the stover removed, the 
amount of soil runoff increases 
substantially. 

The land area, the degree of 
slope, and the intensity of rain- 
fall are three variables which re- 
gulate the amount of runoff, says 
Professor Ketcheson. A heavy 

» shower will produce heavier run- 
off than a slow, penetrating rain, 
and the greater the slope, the 
greater the potential erosion. 

It is believed that fertilizers 


_ all the cottages are utterly impos- 
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contribute to water contamination 
because when a runoff occurs the 
fertilizer moves with the soil into 
the streams. Long-range studies 
in this area include the use of 
manure and fertilizers to be ap- 
plied at various times to check 
what effect the timing of the ap- 
plication will have on the soil. It 
is known that fertilizer nutrients 
will hold soil particles together 
once they come into contact with 
them. Preventing soil erosion thus 
also prevents fertilizers from con- 
taminating streams and waterways. 

Engineers at the University of 
Guelph, says Professor Ketcheson, 
are attempting to predict runoff 
under different types of rain, which 
will in turn allow soil scientists to 
predict the amount of soil runoff 
under specified management con- 
ditions. 

The Hydrology Station at the 
University of Guelph, where the 
experiments are carried out, con- 
sists of a number of sloping plots 
each 145 feet long. At the bot~ 
tom of the slopes are devices to 
capture and measure the amount 
of soil runoff. Once a rainfall 
has occurred, water samples are 
taken and analyzed for soil part- 
icle and fertilizer content. 


Health Unit Asks 


Pollution Assistance 


Hard-pressed health officials 
in Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties are seeking toenlist the 
aid of cottagers against pollution. 

Cottage owners knowing of 
specific incidents of pollution 
should report them immediately 
ond be prepared to back up their 
complaints - even if it means 
appearing in the courts, says Dr. 
C. R. Lenk, public health officer 
for both Quinte counties. 

Such public co-operation is 
vital ata time when unpreced- 
ented development of cottage 
areas are straining the inspection 
resources of local health units, 
he indicated recently. 

"The number of public health 
inspectors is, unfortunately, very 
small and regular inspections of 


sible," says Dr. Lenk. "Anyone 
knowing about a definite case of 
pollution should report (it) to the 
health unit ... andshould be pre- 
pared to testify in the court. Our 
inspector will see the premises 
involved and take legal steps, if 
necessary." 

Without such public particip- 
ation the task of health inspectors 
is difficult, said Dr. Lenk. 

The health officer alsocriticiz- 
ed unfounded rumors about lake 
pollution in the district. 

"Vague, often unfounded ru- 
mors ... are not areal contribur- 


fon to the fight for cleanliness of 
our waters.”

specimens show that, with few 
exceptions, the lakes (in both

Algae in lakes does not nec- 
essarily imply bacterial pollution 
although "this aspect of pollution 
is out of the scope of health unit 
activites," he adds. 

The unit has control respons- 
ibility for private sewage disposal 
systems, like septic tanks. New 
installations must be licensed and 
defects in older installations re- 
medied.

Supply Needed 
For Rural Homes

Professor Ross Irwin, Exten - 
sion Co-ordinator, School of Ag- 
ricultural Engineering, Universi- 
ty of Guelph, says that any- 
one planning to build in rural 
areas should first get an option 
to drill before buying land to en- 
sure that sufficient water is avail- 
able. 

Professor Irwin notes that the 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation requires that there 
be a water supply equal to five 
gallons pumped every minute be- 
fore it will approve a loan to 
build under the National Hous- 
ing Act. He also points out that 
the water supply needed for every 
home should be equivalent to 75 
gallons per head, per day. 

Large homes,especially, need 
a good well, says Professor Irwin 


and anyone planning to build 
should check the supplies for him- 
self ratherthanrely on unconfirm- 
ed reports that there is sufficient 
water available.

Prepare Soil Now For 
Fall Lawn Seeding 


Right now, is the best time to 
prepare the lawn area for fall 
seeding, according to horticul- 
turists with the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Food. 
This will allow sufficient time for 
initial preparation which, if well 
done, will reduce the work and 
cost of maintenance. 

The lawn area should be coy- 
ered with topsoil to a depth of 5 
or 6 inches. If the topsoil has 
been removed during construction 
it must be replaced. If the soil 
is heavy it can be made more 
pliable by the addition of organic 
matter such as manure, leafmold, 
compost or peat. 

Late summer or early fall is 
the safest time to start the new 
lawn. By then the hottest ond

growing. In treed areas the leav- 
+ es will soon fall, which will allow 


the sunlight toaid the new growth. 


Seeding at this time will allow 
the seedlings to be well establish:

operating costs, net revenues , 
managerial skills, and personal 
attributes of those who have been 
successful. 

This survey and the resultant 
publication will be under the dir- 
ection and supervision of Prof. 
Jack Wright, School of Landsco- 
pe Architecture, University of 
Guelph. 

In making the announcement 
of this shared~cost study, the Hon. 
WM. A. Stewart offered this ex- 
planation: 

"There are already many Ont- 
ario farm families who have found 
it to their advantage to supplement 
their income through the provision 
of farm vacation facilities for ur- 
ban people. | have visited some 
of these farms, and | have been 
very impressed with them.
